6,266,418) discloses encryption and authentication 
methods and apparatus for securing telephone communications by providing an 
encryption device for encrypting the voice signals when a secure communication mode 
is selected. 

Faucher et al (US PAT. NO. 5,455,861), Heeret al (US PAT. NO. 5,974,142, and 
Cox et al (US PAT. NO. 5,594,798) all discloses providing a secure telephone device for 
connecting to a telephone in order to encrypt the voice signals when a secure 
communication mode is selected.
